HOW GOOD A BARGAIN? 

There Is something dlaquletlng about RuB' 
kin's sudden acceptance of the American 
trusteeship plan for the former Japanese' 
mandated Pacific Islands. The general press 
reaction has betrayed a fear of the Greelcs 
bearing gifts. £ven Russia's belated admlS' 
aion that the United Btates had something 
to do with winning the war brings only poss' 
Ing satisfaction. 

This government certainly has Justice on 
Its side In asking strategic control of a UN 
trusteeship over these Islands. They are ncl 
ther populous, progressive, nor a source of 
great wealth. They ore principally valuable 
fas military outpoatji. As such, they olfer this 
country one avenue of protection against air 
attack from the far east. 

There is no reason to charge us with ag- 
jrresslvB or JmperJalJstlc Intentions. Even if 
we did not have a proud record as colonial 
governors of the Philippines, the nature of 
these Islands and their Inhabitants would 
pretty well rule out any accusation of Im- 
perialism. 

^ But docs the United states have wisdom on 
Ita side In this matter? In Its broad request 
for exclusive military, nlr, naval, and eco^ 
nomlo rlghta In this territory our government 
BBcms to have done the following thlnjs: 

1. Reaffirmed a faith in power politics and 
i)aliuicB -of -power philosophy. 
: 3. Reversed the American policy, stated In 
two world wars, of not asking any territorial 
reward for victory. 
• 3. Established on undesirable precedent If 
the American trusteeship plan wins UN ap- 
proval, OS now seems likely. 
: The Soviet government, as la well known, 
iias annexed some 3S0,Q0O square miles and 
'almost 25,000,000 people since V-J day. It Is 
unlikely that Russia would forget her gener^ 
ous agreement to the American trusteeship 
^Un It A question wore ralahl about this ac- 
complished annexation, or about any future 
Russian annexation of former enemy-held 
t<r'rritory. 

The Soviet governinenfa acceptance, 
cording to Secretary of State Marshall, 
stressed the point that American armed 
forces had played the decisive rote in Japan's 
defeat, and that In waging that war we had 
-made for greater sacrlllce than the other 
allies. 

The same thing can be aald and has been 
said, of course, about Russia In theaters of 
war from the Elbe In Germany all the way 
to MaAchurla. If we aceapt Russian approval 
on these Ruulan terms, can America refuse 
to accede with equal grace to further Husilnn 
requests of the same sort? 

Why does America want the Pacific Islands, 
anyway? There Is no threat of aggression In 
the far east except from Russia. The pre- 
dicted rockets-ovcr-the-Arctlc of the future 
may make such distant bases unnecessary. Bo 
apparently the Idea Is to keep Russia out of 
these Islands now and perhaps provide fur- 
ther defense against attack by conventional 
aircraft In the next few years. 

Undoubtedly the United Stales Is the logl 
cal power to occupy these hundreds of small, 
primitive, faraway Islands. But are they 
good bargain at the price which Rilsala'a 
ready acceptance Implies? 



A NATIONAL ALLERGY 
A German, arrested by American officers 
for helping two countrymen escape from 
Jail, had a novel explanation of hla act. Ho 
said that his nephew had hypnotized him 
Into Impersonating an American Investigator 
and springing the nephew and a Companion 
out of the Heidelberg Jail house. 

We ore sorry to hear this, because suscepti- 
bility to hypnotism seems to be a natlonol 
Germon weakness. We seem to recall another 
hynotlst of sorts, an Inalgniflcaht, undersized 
man with a pair of burning eyes who pulled 
his act on the whole notion. He got them to 
Impersonate a race of supermen with dire 
results. 

We hope that the allied Boremmenta win 
declare all mesmerists Illegal and out of 
bounds to natives, since so many of the na- 
Uves are altogether too willing to be hyno- 
tlzed into thinking they're something better 
thain they are.

In addiUon to the usual 13 Jurors two allemales 
were named to alt »flth the II. but not to vote unless 
aomclhlng happens to ellmlnaU one ot them, such as 
lllneji, admitted pre]udlcc, etc. Then one of the 
altemalea, or both of thsm It hecessary, step right 
Into the Jury and the Ulal goes on- This U especially 
desirable In a trial expected to be prolonged. Illness ot 
one juror could otherwise call the whole thing off after 
" Is ntnrly'-over. 

Another Jury retorm Oregon adopted some years 
ago permlta criminal verdlcU other than In murder 
cases lo be returned by 10 ot the 13 Jurors, ellmlnillng 
Ihe occasional "hung Jury" resulting from tho stub- 
bornness of one or two Individuals. It Is believed that 
only strong evidence will bring lo together tor a con- 
vleUon and that tho requirement of unanimity la un- 
necessary.
